Examiner's Statement of Reasons for Allowance 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Applicant's 
arguments, see page 21, filed on 9/19/2008, are persuasive. Applicant's argue, 
regarding the Godreau reference, that Gordeau teaches utilizing determining 
identification information based on a mapping table and based on an address of an 
edge router as alternatives and that Gordeau not teach using the above two techniques 
together. After considering Applicant's arguments, the Examiner agrees that neither 
Gordeau nor other prior art teaches where utilizing a mapping table is given priority; that 
is, that the mapping table is tried first and then utilizing an edge router is tried, where 
said attempts are made in a system where the mapping table and edge router methods 
are utilized as alternatives. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
